After completing his medical 
studies at Himalayan Institute of Medical Sciences at Dehradun, he 
proceeded to the United Kingdom for post-graduation. There he 
completed the Membership of the Royal College of Psychiatrists (MRC 
Psych). He became a Consultant and as an Associate Specialist he 
managed patients with Alzheimer disease and other neurological diseases 
gaining valuable insight in mental disorders. He returned to India in 2010 
and joined Dev Sanskriti Vishwavidyalaya (DSW) to answer his inner call 
to serve the society and nation.
